THE FIRST DISCOVER V 


Of cp-'bonate ores was mide on the south 
side of California Oulch, about one and a 
half miles above LeadiiHc, in 1876, in 
what is now known as the Koik mine. 
The ore was foi-nd lA «r«t abundance, 
bu< of low grade, caji/ing a large per 
cent, of lead wilti a comparatively small 
amount of silver. l-»rge quantities of ore 
have been taken from the Rock, and the 
Dome, adjoining, both owned by Stevens 
& Letter. 


Soon aner this discovery prospecting 


began on the ujjjicr hill in a line running 
north from the Rock and resulted m the 
discovery of the Adelaide, Camp Bird and 
Iron, together with the Wolftone in Stray- 
horse gulch. 


These were the only important discov 


cries m 1876. The Adelaide »as not de- 
veloped largely unul this season, when it 
p.ib-'.d into the hands of the Adelaide 
Consolidated Silver Mining and Smelting 
company, with llx-Goverlior H. P. Cooke 
as president and }. R. Magruder as super- 
intendent. The Tetrible mine, adjoining, 
has been added to the property. ' Opera- 
tions, beginning on the first of July, have 
been conducted with remarkable energy 
and success.* Three hundred and twelve 
feet of shafts and six hundred and forty- 
seven feet of drifts have Tjecn opened. 
The output of ore has been nearly 4,000 
tons, of which 1,070 tons have been sold 
and'24O tons smelted, to December 1st. 
The remainder is o'n the dump. The ores 
of all grades together average 27 ounces 
of silver, one-half ounce of gold and 45 
per cent, of lead per ton. The total value 
of ore produced is over £100,000. The 
company has a smelter in successful ope- 
ration, to which reference will be made 
hereafter. '

LEADVILLE. 


Upon the first of August, 18771 there 


were six buTldings upon the present sue o 
Leadville. 
On the first day of January 


1878, the population was estimated at 300
